As most of you know, I came from a large city to work 
as a farm hand in this community. I am still a tenderfoot 
among you, but I have worked, and I've Worked with my 
eyes open. I have lived both lives, which is my only ex- 
cuse for hoping that what I say may merit your attention. 

I came at a time when many of your young men were 
flocking to the cities. Their desertion of the farms had 
become a grave problem, and the more enlightened men 
among you were giving the subject the serious thought it 
demanded, I say “ enlightened” because all of you are 
not enlightened. 

Many farm hands are young men. They were contented 
before the war because most of them knew little of the 
attractions of city life. Now that so many have traveled 
and broadened their horizons they are no longer ignorant 
of the poverty of diversion in the average farming*com- 
munity. i 

If you are going to keep young men on the farms you 
must give greater thought to wholesome amusement for 
them. The old style farmer will resist this, but the old 
style farmer is not going to sufvive. He is fighting a 
losing fight and his day is nearly over. 

Every farming community has its organizations for con- 
sidering economic problems. You have your granges, your 
local boards of trade, and your exhibitions. But just as 
important is an organization in every community to con- 
sider and provide means for bettering the condition of the 
farm hand, give him wholesome diversions, and put a fair 
share of enjoyment into his life. 

Provide good music, clean dancing, competitive ath- 
letics, and good reading, not too highbrow—and, above all, 


Improved methods of marketing, closer organizations for 
the mutual weifare of farmers, more scientific methods of 
farming, more congenial working conditions—these will 
go far to equalize the financial rewards in which the city 
man now exaets the cream. 

I could say’ something about the sloppy habits of over- 
worked farm women, but I do not wish to be unneces- 
sarily rude. Travel will teach the farm woman the value 
of being neat and attractive, 

No man who has tried both city and farm life will give 
up his cut and dried city job, with leisure he can call his 
own, for an endless succession of chores which never seem 
to get done, an insufficiently heated or lighted room, 
meals of little variety served sloppily on a soiled table- 
cloth (remember, I am not accusing everybody/) and 
nothing to do with his time when he does get any. : 

And no wonder the women don't serve their meals in 
city style and dress with immaculate neatness. What 
woman would willingly exchange her compact, steam 
heated apartment, with a handy bakery around the cor- 
ner, for the entire respongjbility of an old fashioned, in- 
convenient farmhouse an back number farm, to beat 
the beck and call of everybody and to help with all their 
odd jobs, but with nobody to help her?. 

One thing you will all have to help to change before the 
young men and women will come back to you, and that 
is the idea life on the farm is a synonym for “ mo- 
notonous 4d »” which unfortunately it now is in the 

minds of maiy. |

casene said last night. “Many of these 
are men and women who ranked as.

work, but they are unable to obtain it. 


“Tf Americans only realized how 
moch their money, at the present rate 
of exchange, will buy in Russia, I 
know every one would find a few dol. 
ars to spare for this cause. 

“The plight of many of the gentle 
folk is appealing. A Wwoma who 
owned estates adjoining ours, Mme. 
Tzimbalistoff, wrote me she and her 


daughters had escaped from Russia. 


Wer son, however, was shot by the Bol- 
sheviki, and her brother dieti of typhus. 
“This woman is 72 years old.. She 
wanted to work, but her clothes were 
in such condition she could not take 
a position. And her daughters were in 
the same plight. I sent them $25. Re- 
cently I have received acknowledg- 
ment of this little help. Small as the 
sum was, it was sufficient to buy 
Jothes for all three. The mother is 
sow employed in a box factory and the 
‘wo daughters are teaching school. 
Why U. S. Should Help. 

“There is every reason why the 
Tnited States should help these exiles. 
They are of the people who fought with 
‘he Allies and helped save Paris. They 
represent the only Allied army that 
got into Germany; they are the people 
who can defeat Bolshevism and estab- 
lish a stable government in Russia. 
What help Americans give them now 
in thelr dire need will be the founda- 
tion of a friendship between this coun- 
try and rehabilitated, reclaimed Rus- 
sia.”

What Discovery Means. 
The significance of the discovery was : 
explained in the following statement 


at 


y: 
“The advantage of X-rays over ra- | 
dium is that the latter is scarce and. 
immensely expensive, costing at pres-, 
ent more than $100,000 a gram, and 
can, therefore, only be used in small 
quantities. If X-rays were used it 
would be possible to make the rays, 
enormously more powerful than has 
neen possible with the limited amount 
of radium available. ; 

“The trouble with the use of X-rays 
up to this time has been that they are 
sot as penetrating as the so-called 
‘tamma rays’ of radium and the prob- 
‘em of the Harvard physicists has 
been to secure this needed quality. 

“Tt was known that to secure pene- 
tration it Was necessary to secure a 
high frequency of vibration. The Ha-- 
vard physicists, after many exper'- 
ments, found that a physical law 
known as the ‘quantum law’ applied 
to the X-ray spectrum, and discovered 
that they could increase the frequency 
of the rays and thus their penetra- 
tion, by increasing the voltage of cur- 
rent used in the X-ray tube. 


Gets Enough Voltage. 

“Prof. Duane reports that the time 
goes to pieces under a voltage of more 
than 150,000 volts, but that a sufficient- 
ly high voltage has been obtained to 
make the X-rays very nearly as effec 
tive for certain medical purposes as 
the Gamma rays of radium. 

“Long continued exposure to X-rays 
is go dangerous to the operator that 
the greatest pains have to be taken to 
protect him from them. In the Jeffer- 
son physical laboratory at Harvard, 
where Prof. Duane makes his experi- 
ments, the X-ray plant is kept in a 
room by itself and the rays are sent 
out through a minute slit in the wal). 
The brick wall at this point is rein- 
forced with lead and a lead screen is 
placed across the door. Many experi- 
menters in various places have been 
killed or seriously injured by constant 
use of X-rays.”
